Legislatu re To Face 
Big Demand To Spend 


BLOOMINGTON — It seems safe 
to believe that the biggest battle 
of the legislatu re that will convene 
Janu ary 6 is where to get the dol­ 
lars neded to ru n the state and 
local governments for the next two 
years withou t raising taxes. 
The battle of the bu dget is the 
biggest issu e being considered by 
the pre-legislative conference here 
on Indiana University campu s. It 
involves the qu estion of whether 
Hoosiers want a cu t back in the 
services their government gives 
them or provide more money to 
meet the demands made by popu ­ 
lation growth, rocketing prices and 
the wear and tear on government 
institu tions. 
This big money crisis that will 
face the coming legislatu re ar­ 
rives at a time when Hoosier econ­ 
omy is u ndergoing even yet the 
shift from 20 years of war to what 
looks like an era of u neasy peace. 


Local Governmental 
Units Want More Now 


Since the biggest part of the state 
bu dget goes back to the local com­ 
mu nities, with the state being only 
the collecting agency, the battle 
of the bu dget starting here for the 
next two years is really a local 
financing problem too. 
Governor George N. Craig’s ad­ 
ministration program that he is 
trying “to sell’’ the legislators in 
these 
preliminary 
conferences, 
calls for the spending of 57 mil­ 
lion more dollars by the state in 
the next twx> years than the last. 
This money will go to carry ou t 
ou r programs in health, transpor­ 
tation, edu cation and other fu nc­ 
tions 
of 
government. 
Governor 
Craig contends that we can meet 
the proposed state bu dget for the 
next two years withou t increasing 
state collected taxes or levying new 
state taxes. 
Craig’s Financing Flan 


Involves No New Taxes 


First, the governor compliment­ 
ed the State Bu dget Committee, 
made u p equ ally of Repu blicans 
and 
Democrats, 
for 
having 
trimmed 116 million dollars from 
the money requ ests of department 
heads for the next two years. 
Gov. Craig wou ld resort to what 
is considered “ deficit’’ spending, 
the spending of more money by 
the state than it wou ld collect in 
the two year period. We have an 
82 million dollar state treasu ry 
su rplu s now. and it may reach $88 
million by the time the new bu d­ 
get is operative. 
There are many who share with 
the governor the idea that su ch a 
large 
balance 
is 
u neconomical, 
since the state does not get inter­ 
est from it, and that no private 
bu siness wou ld carry su ch a big 
balance. However, that balance 
has been bu ilt u p over the years 
and gu arded zealou sly by govern­ 
ors of both political faiths.

WASHINGTON JP — The difference between being 
censured for comtempt of Congress and being con­ 
victed for contempt of Congress is the difference be 
tween a rebuke and jail. 
This difference shows some of the difference be­ 
tween an ordinary citizen and a member of Con­ 
gress while Congress is in session 
Nothing worse than the rebuke can happen to Sen. 
McCaithy at this session unless, by something else 1 
he does, he infuriates his fellow senators into throw- 
j 
ing him out It’s unlikely . 
If an ordinary citizen is called to testify before i 
a congressional committee, but ignores it, he can 
be cited for contempt of Congress. That is followed ; 
by trial in federal court If convicted, he goes to jail. 
Not so with a member of Congress. 
Several y ears ago a Senate subcommittee, investi­ 
gating McCarthy ’s financial dealings, asked him to i 
appear and answer questions. He didn’t. He had no : 
need to worry he might go to jail for contempt of 
Congress. He was protected by the Constitution 
To give members of Congress as much freedom as 
possible, the Constitution say s a senator or repre I 
sentative cannot be arrested during 
i congressional 
session except for treason, a felony or breach of the 
peace. 
Censure is merely a rebuke, an expression of opin- j 
ion that a member’s conduct has been unfitting. But j 
he doesn’t lose his seat. 
McCarthy , in declining to go before the subcom- j 
mittee investigating his finances, argued it had no ! 
jurisdiction in mvestigatng him. Besides, he said, the 
committee was dishonest. Nothing happened to him, j 
at least then He was not cited for contempt. But i 
his treatment of the committee was not forgotten. 
It came back to haunt him this y ear when another 
committee, headed by Sen Watkins, a Utah Repub 
lican, was specially created to look into charges 
that McCarthy had been contemptuous of Congress j 
on a number of occasions. 
McCarthy didn’t attempt to ignore this committee 
when it called him to testify . If he had, his Senate 
foes would have pointed to this as proof of a con­ 
temptuous attitude.

INDIANAPOLIS 'Pi — A 24-year- 
old native of India who came b ack 
to this cou ntry b y wading the Rio 
Grande River after b eing deported 
twice is in plenty of trou b le with 
immigration officers. 
U. S. Attorney Jack C. Brown 
said Tu lsi Naganath Vemb u faces 
a $1,000 fine or two years in pris­ 
on, or b oth, for violating immigra­ 
tion laws. 
Police investigating a $42 theft 
at the Sigma Nu fraternity hou se 
at Bu tler University captu red Vem­ 
b u with stu dent help as he ju mped 
from a second story window and 
tried to flee. 
Police said Sigma Nu s at the 
University of Michigan reported 
money and jewelry were missing 
after Vemb u stayed at their hou se. 
He learned the Sigma Nu grip and 
password when he was initiated 
into the fraternity at the Univer­ 
sity of Toronto.

AUSTIN,Tex . — Research indi­ 
cating that the hu man ear is su b­ 
ject to u nbeliev able rap id acco mo ­ 
datio n to lou d sou nds was rep o rted 
here Thu rsday by Indiana Univ er­ 
sity p sy cho logists at the Acou sti­ 
cal Society of America meeting at 
the Univ ersity of Tex as. 
Pro f James P. Egan of the In­ 
diana p sy chology dep artment and 
E. C. Carterette, gradu ate stu dent, 
said their stu dies showed that the 
sensitiv ity of the ear, when ex ­ 
p osed to a continu ou s sou nd dro p s 
so q u ickly that the sou nd seems 
less than one-tenth as lou d after 
abo u t three minu tes. Also, they re­ 
p o rted. most of this redu ctio n takes 
p lace in the first minu te. 
An ap p arent adju stment, called 
“ fatigu e,” of the ear was rep o rted 
by British researchers some y ears 
ago, bu t Egan and his co lleagu es 
at Indiana are the first to p rp v e 
a tru e lou dness less and establish 
its natu re. In their tests, they 
maintained a co nstant tone, of a 
measu red intensity , in a head p hone 
on one ear of their su bjects. The 
su bjects were then asked to say 
when a tone “fed” to the o ther 
ear matched the first tone in in­ 
tensity . This matching tone was 
tu rned on fo r only sho rt interv als. 
It was fou nd that, on the av erage, 
after three minu tes ex p o su re to the 
steady tone, the su bjects decided a 
second tone was matched to the 
first when actu ally it was less than 
one-tenth as lou d. 
Ap p arently , Egan p ointed ou t, 
we are o rdinarily u naware of su ch 
a redu ctio n in sensitiv ity to noise 
we listen with both ears at once, 
and thereby hav e no chance of 
co mp ariso n between a fatigu ed and 
an u nfatigu ed ear, as was p ossible 
in the Indiana research. 
Carterette described stu dies of 
the effect of intermittent sou nd in 
cau sing fatigu e. Those showed, he
